Solicitous For Their Victims

the Citizens National bank 
when 
the raiders entered. 
She 
was the 
more seriously hurt. 
Miss R uth W hipps, 30. a bank 
bookkeeper, wounded in the thigh, 
told how, 
after th e 
outlaws had 
dropped them 
a t an 
abandoned 
farm shack following a wild twen­ 
ty-five-mile 
dash 
over 
country 
roads, w ith one of the women still 
dinging to a running board, 
one 
said; 
“Take good acre of her (meaning 
Miss Stock). You can get help at 
a farm somewhere near. 
And keep 
her in the shade.” 
Firing On Women Explained 
Both were found when occupants 
of a pursuing car slowed down be­ 
cause of a flat tire and cam e with­ 
in earshot of th e women. 
There, 
hysterical 
from 
their experiences 
and weakened by the loss of blood, 
they cried feebly for help. 
Firing on th e bandit car even 
with women exposed from the run­ 
ning boards 
apparently occurred 
officers said, 
because townspeople 
recalled th a t in th e first of six 
bandit raids in N orth D akota this 
month, two women participated. In 
the previous raid a citizen of Hunter 
was wounded slightly by a m achine- 
gun bullet. At least 
one subm a­ 
chine gun was seen Friday.

STATE FOREST 


AREA LARGER 


Purchases In Tipga And Cum- 


berlund Counties Increases 


Forest Acreage. 


' The area of the Pennsylvania 
state forests has been increased by 
some 16,700 acres as a result of two 
recent land purchases in Tioga and 
Cumberland 
counties, 
Alfred 
E. 


Hupp, chief of the bureau of lands, 
department of forests and waters, 
announced today. 


A tract of 11274 acres located in 


Tioga county, purchased from the 
Weiboldt foundation 
of Chicago, 


brings the total area of the Tioga 
state forest to 100,000 acres. For- 
merly owned by Silas Billings, one 
of the original settlers of the North 


Tier, the land Is noted for its 
abundance of game and bird life. 
During the survey of this tract by 
state forestry officials last hunting 
season, the surveyor frequently shot 
the limit of pheasants in the morn- 
ing on his way to work through the 
woods. 


Acquisition of this land by the 


commonwealth will make possible 
the construction of a state forest 
road from Leetonia to Pine creek, 
which will open up a huge extent of 
woodland at present Inaccessible 
except by walking over mountain 
trails. The timber was early lum- 
bered off by the central Pennsyl- 
vania Lumber company, which for- 
merly operated a saw mill and tan- 
nery at Leetonia. 


Acquisition of 5500 acres in Cum- 


berland county from the Deer Park 
Land company, an interior holding 
increases the area of the Michaux 
state forests to 55,000 acres. This 
piece of land is one of the most in- 
teresting historically that has been 


acquired In recent y*aw by UM 
commonwealth. Within the are* la 
a portion of one of the origin*! 
manor tract* granted by William 
Penn's agents, who were known M 
proprietaries. The warrant was flirt 
surveyed in 1784. 


Located there prior to the Civil 


war was the Big Pond Iron furnace, 
one of the Important iron furnaces 
of the South mountains. Big Pond, 
a beautiful lake fed by mountain 
spring water, and the surrounding 
state forests, have become recrea- 
tional centers for resident* of the 
Cumberland valley.

STATE FOREST 
AREA LARGER 


Purchases In Tioga And Cum­ 
berland Counties Increases 
Forest Acreage. 


The area of the Pennsylvania 
state forests has been increased by 
some 16,700 acres as a result of two 
recent land purchases in Tioga and 
Cumberland 
counties, 
Alfred 
E. 
Rupp, chief of the bureau of lands, 
department of forests and waters, 
announced today. 
A tract of 11,274 acres located in 
Tioga county, purchased from the 
Weiboldt 
foundation 
of 
Chicago, 
brings the total area of the Tioga 
state forest to 100,000 acre.s. 
For­ 
merly owned by Silas Billings, one 
of the original settlers of the North 


Tier, the land is noted for its 
abundance of game and bird life. 
During the survey of this tract by 
state forestry officials last hunting 
season, the surveyor frequently shot 
the limit of pheasants in the morn­ 
ing on his way to work through the 
woods. 
Acquisition of this land by the 
commonwealth will make possible 
the construction of a state forest 
road from Leetonia to Pine creek, 
which will open up a huge extent of 
woodland at present 
inaccessible 
except by walking over mountain 
trails. 
The timber was early lum­ 
bered off by the central Pennsyl­ 
vania Lumber company, which for­ 
merly operated a saw mill and tan­ 
nery at Leetonia. 
Acquisition of 5500 acres in Cum­ 
berland county from the Deer Park 
Land company, an interior holding 
increases the area of the Michaux 
state forests to 55,000 acres. 
This 
piece of land is one of the most in­ 
teresting historically that has been 


acquired in recent years by the 
commonwealth. Within the area is 
a portion of one of the original 
manor tracts granted by William 
Penn’s agents, who were known as 
proprietaries. The warrant was first 
surveyed in 1764. 
Located there prior to the Civil 
war was the Eig Pond iron furnace, 
one of the important iron furnaces 
of the South mountains. Big Pond, 
a beautiful lake fed by mountain 
spring water, and the surrounding 
state forests, have become recrea­ 
tional centers for residents of the 
Cumberland valley.

Public Schools Requested To 


Observe William Perm 


Day, 
October 24. 


State-wide observance of William 


Perm Commemoration day in the 
public schools of the state was ad- 
vocated today by Dr James N Rule,

The celebration this year marks 


the two hundredth and fiftieth an- 
niversary of the landing of Penn on 
Pennsylvania soil in 1682 By leg- 
islative action, Ocvtober 24 of each 
year is set aside for observance of 
Penn day, and a formal proclama- 
tion has been issued by Governor 
Pmchot for 1932. This date is 
Penn's birthday anniversary, and 
coincides with the date of his first 
landing through the change from 
the old to the new style calendar.

year, Dr. Rule said. Penn day was 
established in response to a feeling 
that Pennsylvanians should know

churches, patriotic, historic, and 
fraternal organizations, as pointed 
out by the governor in his procla- 
mation, offer the best opportunity 
for suitable observance of the oc- 
casion. 


A statpment of suggestions for 


suitable programs and class assign- 
ments incident to Penn day is be- 
ing prepared by the department of 
public instruction for attention of 
all teachers in the state. It will be

The first of a series of reports on 


the geology dnd mineral resources 
of the individual counties of the 
commonwealth has been completed 
by the bureau of topographic and 
geologic survey of the Pennsylvania 
department of internal affairs and 
copies are ready for distribution. 
« 
The initial report covers Adams 


county and, like the others to fol- 
low, 
is designed, according, to Sec- 


retary of Internal Affairs Philip H. 
Dewey, to make available in one 
volume all the information at hand 
on the subject that would be of use 
in the development of mineral in- 
dustries in the county. 


The Adamr; county volume of 150 


pages describes the land forms and 
drainage, the occupations of the in- 
habitants, the forests, climate, and 
recounts briefly the human history. 
The rock formations are discussed, 
their character, thickness, and dis- 
tribution, and the origin and char- 
acter of the major faults and folds 
in the rocks are described and dia- 
grammed.

"Gettysburg: Granite" 


Among the mineral resources are 


building stone 
(mostly "Gettys- 


burg granite"), crushed stone, roof- 
ing granules made from greenstone, 
limestone for lime and flux, clay, 
and shale. The possibility of pro- 
ducing ornamental stone is sug- 
gested and the utilizing of the gar- 
net, abundant north of Fairneld, 
The history of the copper prospects 
in South Mountain is recited and 
their further development discour- 
aged. 


An analysis is given of an iron 


meteorite found in Mt. Joy town- 
ship m 1887, said to be the largest 
meteorite found in the United States 
east of the Mississippi river. 
It 


weighed 847 pounds and measured 
3x2x1 foot 


The Adarcjs county report is print- 


ed on coated paper, and illustrated 
with about fifty half-tones and 
eleven diagrams. It is accompanied 
by a topographic map of the county 
on a scale of one inch to the mile, 
and by a geologic map in several 
colors and thirty patterns.

MINNESOTA LAKE AREA 


TO BE KEPT ES

Minneapolis 
(AP) — Civilization 


marches on. but a score of Minne- 
sota lakes are going to be kept com- 
pletely unaware of it. 


Their iringe of pine will be left 


uncut, their beaches unraked except 
for waves an dice, and cottages or 
resorts along their shores uninhab- 
ited. 


It is the idea of Minnesota's con- 


servation commission, which has 
withdrawn these shores from sale 
or iease to assure a view of lakes 
exactly as they were viewed by the 
first white men who entered the 
state. 


Unemployed applicants for jobs at 


the fourteen district state employ- 
ment offices of the department of 
labor 
and industry more than 


doubled in number during the first 
eight months of 1932 over the same 
eight months of 1931. 


From January 1 to September 1, 


1S32, 
there were 195,035 applicants 


registered at file district offices. 
During the same period last year 
there were 83,765. 


In spite of a general downward 


trend of industrial and commercial 
employment in 1932, the state em- 
ployment bureau placed more work- 
er; in various jobs in the first eight 
months of 1932 than during the 
same period of 1931. 
The place- 


ments to September 1, 1932, were 
21,411 as against 20.798 in 1931. 
Those records are not considered an 
indication of employment trends, but 
are merely indicative of the results 
of the efforts of the district office 
workers in discovering employment 
opportunities and cooperating with 
local communities art "made job" 
campaigns. The actual employment 
trends are indicated in the increased 
numbers of applicants for jobs in 
11932 over the corresponding period 
j of 1931. bureau officials said.

mental health clime examinations 


Records for the past seven years, 


kept by the bureau, have shown this 
trend 
During the first year the 


average age of school children re- 
ferred to the clinics was 14 years 
As progress has been made m de- 
tecting these cases the average age 
has lowered. 


Mostly School Children 


Most of the cases are school chil- 


dren, referred to the clinics because 
of unsatisfactory classroom prog- 
ress.

fewer fatalities occurred in August, 
designated "highway accident pre- 
vention month" by Governor Gif- 
ford Pinchot, than in August, 1931. 


Operators reported 3638 accidents 


to the bureau of highway patrol 
and safetly last month This is 292 
or 19 per cent less than in August, 
1931. 
Persons killed numbered 131, 


or 29 per cent less than in August, 
year ago. There were 4207 injured, 
an increase of 1.7 per cent. 


August Busy Month 


This decrease in accidents and 


fatalities as compared with the same 
month last year can be viewed fa- 
vorably, according to Walter W 
Matthews, director of the safety di- 
vision 
August, he said, is consid- 


ered one of the months during 
which traffic is usually heavy, thus 
increasing accidents haazrds 
The 


reduction also was marked by few- 
er accidents caused by violations by 
operators. A larger percentage of 
alleged unavoidable collisions also 
were reported than a year ago. 


Almost one-fifth of the total acci- 


dents were due to excessive speed 
There were 697 such reported. 
A 


continuation of the downward trend 
in accidents would be assured 
if 


operators would reduce their speed 
to that giving the greatest margin 
of safety when a sudden stop be- 


I comes necessary, Matthews asserted 
In almost 12 per cent of the acci- 
dents, operators 
were accused of 


driving on the wrong side of the 
road. 


Fewer Deaths 


Non-collision accidents were nine 


per~cent less compared witlrttngtfot, 
1931. Five persons were killed in 
this type of accident and twenty- 
three in the preceding August. Ac- 
cidents involving two or more mo- 
tor vehicles decreased 25 7 per cent 
Accidents involving pedestrians in- 
creased 3.4 per cent. There were 
822 pedestrian accidents reported as 
against 795 in August, 1931. 


Property damage amounting to 


$408,250 resulted to the 5821 vehicles 
involved in last month's accidents 
This was a'reduction of $137,000, or 
25 per cent from the amount esti- 
mated in August, 1931. About 35 
per cent of the accidents occurred 
on rual highways. Twenty-five per 
cent were reported at street inter- 
sections and 17 per cent between in- 
tersections. In two-thirds of the ac- 
cidents the drivers were moving 
straight ahead.

Owing- to the large number of applica- 


tions which have been made by taxpayers 
to various assessors and to the Adams 
county commissioners for reductions in 
real estate assessments* or valuations, the 
Adams County Commissioners 
tcfday 


pointed out that no changes in such assess- 
ments may be made before 1933. 
, Quoting from a recent opinion given by 
Attorney J. L. Williams, County Solicitor, 
the Commissioners said: 


"The law on this subject is quite old, 


the main act being that of April 15th, 
1834, with some amendments, that this 
provides, that all real estate assess- 
ments shall be made every three years. 
This is called the triennial assessment 
and the next one will take place in the 
year 1933. The present assessments, of 
course, were made in 1930, and under 
the law these remain fixed for the three- 
year period. The only changes that can 
be made in the intervals between tri- 
ennial years are added values for the 
erection of new buildings and improve- 
ments, and reductions on account of 
buildings being destroyed or damaged 
by fire or otherwise. 


"Neither the Assessors nor yourselves 


(the Commissioners) have any right or 
authority to change valuations, except 
as herein noted, during this year. 


"Assessments on real estate are to be 


based on the actual market value, and 
of course next year such adjustments 
and equalizations can be made as may 
then be justified by actual market 
values at that time."

Notice to Taxpayers 


Owing to the large number of applica­ 
tions which have been made by taxpayers 
to various assessors and to the Adams 
county commissioners for reductions in 
real estate assessments or valuations, the 
Adams County Commissioners today 
pointed out that no changes in such assess­ 
ments may be made before 1983. 
Quoting from a recent opinion given by 
Attorney J. L. Williams, County Solicitor, 
the Commissioners said: 


“The law on this subject is quite old, 
the main act being that of April 15th, 
1834, with some amendments, that this 
provides, that all real estate assess­ 
ments shall be made every three years. 
This is ealled the triennial assessment 
and the next one will take place in the 
year 1933. The present assessments, of 
course, were made in 1930, and under 
the law these remain fixed for the three- 
year period. The only changes that can 
be made in the intervals between tri­ 
ennial years are added values for the 
erection of new buildings and improve­ 
ments, and reductions on account of 
buildings being destroyed or damaged 
by fire or otherwise. 


“Neither the Assessors nor yourselves 
(the Commissioners) have any right or 
authority to change valuations, except 
as herein noted, during this year. 


“Assessments on real estate are to be 
based on the actual market value, and 
of course next year such adjustments 
and equalizations can be made as may 
then he justified by actual market 
values at that time.”
